Subsequently to the receipt of the Vizier's and of M. Féraud’s letters, I received a 
communication from Cid Bubeker, expressing his willingness to meet my wishes by going 
to Demnat to assist the Jews, but informing me that the Sultan had not provided him, 
as on the former oceasion, with a Royal Order, and'that he had therefore refrained from 
Snterfarence, 

Then { received this letter I expressed to my Italian colleague my fear that the 
Jows would again become the victims of the tyranny of their Governor, and my 
prediction has been verified. 

Immediately on receipt of Rabbi Amar’s letter, T addressed a note to the Vizier, of 
which T transmit a translation, If it be found that { have expressed my indignation at 
the commission of these fresh outrages in language, wi.ich may porsibly be considered as 
too energetic, I leg to observe that I have done so feeling that T have been egregiously 
Aeceived by tho formal wsurances given me bs the Vier in the name of the Sultan, 
which had led me and my colleagues to guarantee to the Jews that they would be well 
‘treated, and have thus caused us unwittingly to bring upon these unfortunate Jews their 
Lia usforsanc, for which they will naturally feel we are in a great measure 
esponsible. 

T trust that imder these circumstances Her Majesty's Government will approve my 
‘conduct, anc will authorize me, in ease the Sultan does not spontaneously dismiss the

WE wrote to you from Fez, but have not yet received a re

You informed us that the Ministers had fa.to Cid Bubeker, and that you 


also had written to him that on our retw it he should accompany us to obiain 
settlement of our affairs. When we arri ‘alba we accordingly dispatched an 
‘express courier to Cid Bubeker requesting that he might come. He replied that he had 
in fact received a letter from Sir 4. Drummond Hay requesting that he should accom. 
ny us, but that he had not received the letter from the Sultan of which he spoke—he 
Pad received no lelteer or orders from the Saltan to that effect, and he added thal we 
could proceed to Demnat without fear, 
When we arrived at the gates of Demnat we met the friends of the Governor and 
more than a hundred other Moors with sticks, stones, and knives, who attacked and struck

tion of the Governor, who it was that set the 
instance of the Jew Izab, who, by his iufrigues 
and tricks, had prejudiced the Governor against us.

the French Minister transmitted a copy, making known to the Governor and other 
Authorities at Demnat that the Elder, David Amar, had been placed under His Majesty's 
‘special protection, and ordering that he should he well treated andl protected, 

‘On the 24th Shaban (8th June) you inform me: ‘The Jews of Demmat, sho were 
at the Court, have returned to Densnat provided with Shereefian Ediets for their protec~ 
fion and safety, and with Royal letters to the Governor and Kadi of Denmat, anil to the 
‘Administrators of taxes, directing that they should settle their claims, but should! defor 
the more serious claims, such as those for blood-money, until the Sultan shall have 
Amived at Morocco, and their Governor, who is now on the‘ Harka,'t shall have returned, 
His * Khalifa,'s now in the town, will, however, take steps to settle claims, except those 
for blood-money.” 

"To my great astonishment, and T may add indignation, T have received a letter from 
David Amar, dated the 21st June, of which I transmit an extract,|| giving an account of 
the cruel outrages he and his brethren suffered on their arrival at the gates of Demnat.
